Finally I am able to spend the few minutes necessary 
to express appreciation on behalf of all the deans who 
attended the program on November 18/ 1985. I claim to 
speak for all of those who attended/ but in reality I can 
report on my own impressions. I suspect/ however, that 
my reaction parallels what the others experienced. 

The largest impression the visit left with me was the 
frankness with which information was divulged and the honesty 
with which questions were answered. To pretend that I made 
the trip without a mixture of skepticism and puzzlement would 
be naive. That I emerged with considerable information and 
respect I shall confess. Areas of concern for the methods 
employed by the CIA still exist, but I have greater sympathy 
for the ultimate purposes held by both Agency personnel and 
Americans in general. 

The need for identification of capable, balanced, and 
creative persons to serve in the Agency was well presented. 
The encouragement of those persons will be easier for me 
to do now that I have a clearer picture of the activities 
of the Agency. As a professor of English as well as a dean, 

I was particularly impressed by the oft-echoed plea for 
recruiting persons who can read and write, whether in English 
or in other languages. 

Your selection of deans instead of (or in addition to) 
other administrators probably was correct. We know which 
students are capable and the types of programs through which 
they are passing. 

Thank you for expanding my vision.

SUBJECT: Visits by University/College Presidents 


1. Action Requested. Your approval of a change from visitsby^ ^ 
university /college Presidents to visits by university deans and heads of 
major institutes is requested.

2. Background. Since 1978 the DC I has hosted a program of one-day 
visits by university and college presidents to the CIA. To date there 
have been twelve such visits and we have hosted a total of 73 
presidents/chancellors. Since it has been our policy not to repeat a 
visit when there is a change in assignment, over 70 institutions have 
been represented in this program. A list of the attendees at previous 
sessions is attached. 


4. Although this may appear to be a program worth pursuing in terms 
of the new contacts that we could generate, I believe that it is with the 
college deans and heads of major institutes that we should be developing 
a better rapport. These are the officials who oversee the research and 
administer the educational programs of a university. The university 
presidents are more representational, mainly responsible for fund 
raising. Most of all, it is through the college deans that we stand a 
better chance of attracting high quality students to a career in 
intelligence and it is through them that we can make an impact on campus 





STAT 
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by offering assistance in the conduct of courses on the national security 
process and intelligence. There are over 100 academic insitutions 
currently teaching such courses and it is in our interest to cultivate 
these professors and deans. 

5. Recommendation : That you approve a shift in focus in this 
program to invite college deans and heads of institutes instead of 
university presidents to visit Headquarters and that we plan for the next 
visit in November 1985.
